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Chapter 1 Introduction 


This book describes version 1.0 of Advant Workplace. It includes the Advant 
Workplace Window, which is your key to efficient navigation and process 
operation. Together with the Advant Plant Explorer you get an integrated user 
interface for all products in the Advant Workplace Products. 


This user’s guide is intended for operators, who view, interpret and respond to data 
in runtime, as well as application engineers, who configure the Advant Workplace 
as well as use the Advant Workplace Window as their main interface. 


The reader of this book should have a working knowledge of Windows NT 
windows, since Advant Workplace is based on these user environments to a great 
extent. 


This book is not intended to be the sole source of instruction for Advant Workplace. 
It does not include functional descriptions in terms of in-depth technical 
explanations. It is recommended that people involved in system engineering attend 
the applicable system engineering courses offered by ABB. 


1.1 About This Book 


This book is intended to give you information about how to configure (see Chapter 
3, Configuration on page 23) and use (see Chapter 4, Operation on page 61) Advant 
Workplace. 


Use of Warning, Caution, Information, and Tip

1.2 Product Overview 


1.2.1 Product Scope 


The Advant Workplace Products is a family of products, for process monitoring and 
control. This release consists of the following main product: 


¢  AdvaSoft 2.0 for Windows NT 
Contains the functionality your operators need for efficient control and 
supervision of your process. Key functionality is presentation of process 
graphics, execution of process dialogs, presentation of trends, and alarms. 


The following options exist today: 


¢ Advant Graphic Builder 
Contains the functionality your engineers need for efficient and cost effective 
engineering of the process graphics. 
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e Advant History 
Contains the functionality you need to store the process object attributes of 
your plant. Key features are long term storage of process values (utilizing 
compression techniques) and data refinement. The data can be presented, for 
example as trends in a graphic. 


e Advant Connectivity Library for Advant Controller 100 Series 
This option provides ready made display elements and process dialogs for 
Advant Fieldbus 100. It also contains the ABB process knowledge in the form 
of Objects types and process control aspects. Use them for an efficient 
engineering of your displays and dialogs. 


e Advant Graphic Library for Process Industry 
This library provides you with a number of general process display elements 
suitable for use together with Advant Master and Advant Controller 100 series 
objects. 


¢ Symbol Factory 
More than 3000 symbols for the process industry. 


¢ Instrumentation ActiveX Library 
11 powerful ActiveX Controls for automation.

1.2.1.1 General User Interface 


The Advant Workplace Products runs on Windows NT 4.0. The user interface, 
Advant Workplace Window, of the application has the well known look-and-feel of 
Windows™ NT window. 


Advant Workplace uses the system of windows and panes used in Windows NT, and 
is designed so as to retain this familiar environment. Advant Workplace also shares 
some of the most common operations of Windows NT applications; 


* you can cut, paste, and copy 
* you can use short-cut keys 


* you can perform drag-and-drop operations within and between the Advant 
Workplace panes. 


The general user interface of Advant Workplace, the Advant Workplace Window, is 
designed to resemble that of Windows™ NT window. 


Advant Workplace Window also works in very much the same way as Windows NT 
window in the way you configure it and how you change the content of a display 
area. 


You can use the base display area or an overlapping window to get a view of the 
various aspects. 
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1.2.2 How to Use the Advant Workplace 


The Advant Workplace gives you access to both information and control 
capabilities: 


You can find information that is global to the system and information that 
always should be visible in the Application Bar. Examples include the last 
alarms but also short cuts to important displays and functions. 


Use the Base Display Area, to control the process with the help of graphic 
displays, trends or other presented aspects of your process. With a minimum of 
mouse clicks or keystrokes you can start the control dialogs and perform the 
actions you need. 


You can request for information to be presented as overlapping displays. This 
makes it possible for you to combine even more information on the screen. 


The Status Bar shows you important information about the system and status 
indications. 


You may customize the Advant Workplaces according to the need of each user. Each 
user may be given different user privileges. You can also use filter functions for the 
aspects, if you want to access only a subset of the aspects.

1.2.3 Mode of operation 
The Advant Workplace has two modes of operation: 
° Operator Mode 
° Window Mode 


A short description of the startup modes are given in Section 1.2.3.1, Operator 
Mode on Page 7 and Section 1.2.3.2, Window Mode on Page 7. For information 
how to configure startup mode for an Advant Workplace, please see Advant 
Workplace Products, Administrators Guide. 
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1.2.3.1 Operator Mode 


If you choose Operator Mode, the Advant Workplace will automatically start-up 
when you start Windows NT (start your PC). The Advant Workplace Window, that 
opens, covers the whole monitor screen area. 


This mode of operation is suitable and recommended for operators. 


Disable Auto-log on 


It is possible, however, to use your own user name and password to log on to a 
computer run in Operator Mode. To disable the auto-log on, press and hold SHIFT 
during the start-up process. This enables you to log on to Windows NT with your 
own user ID. 


For more information, please refer to Advant Workplace Products Administrator's 
Guide. 


1.2.3.2 Window Mode 


If you choose Windows Mode, you start the Advant Workplace just as any other 
software. From the Start menu you go to the Advant icon and clicking on it. Then 
the Advant Workplace starts and the Advant Workplace Window opens on the 
screen. 


This mode of operation is suitable and recommended for engineering work, system 
administrators etc. 
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1.2.4 Efficient Navigation 


Efficient and straightforward navigation is very important if you want to control the 
process efficiently. In your workplace you can use a number of convenient functions 
for fast navigation: 


Shortcuts provides you with fast access to any display or set of displays 


Browser links provides display exchange through navigation in an Advant 
Object structure. 


History lists where you can select displays among your latest display selections 


Back and Forward buttons for navigation to displays according to the history 
list. 


The context menu, reached through your right mouse button, always give you 
direct access to all aspects on an Advant Object. 


1.2.5 Information Availability 


When you are using the Advant products, you will always have easy access to 
needed information. In the Context Menu, you can see a list of the aspects of an 
object. You use the Context Menu to build and operate your process. 


The Advant Workplace has a number of aspects, that can be used to access various 
software tools (and the information they provide), like: 


Web aspect 


The Web aspect gives you possibility to access all information published as 
HTLM-pages. Everything published on your intranet (and if you allow access 
to the internet) can be accessed. Datasheets and local intranet information 
related to certain functionality are typical things to include. 


ActiveX Wrapper aspect 


The ActiveX Wrapper aspect makes it possible to wrap any Active X Control. 
There are a number of third party and ABB applications including Active X 
Controls that may be of interest to integrate into your Advant Workplace 
products. The ActiveX provides such a feature. 
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¢ Windows Application aspect 


The Windows application aspect makes it possible for you to launch most types 
of Microsoft or third party tools: Wordpad, Notepad, MS-Word, Excel etc. This 
makes it possible to view or to update various types of documents and 
information. 


1.3 Prerequisites and Requirements 


1.3.1 Prerequisites 


This guide presupposes that you have a basic knowledge of the standard Windows 
and Internet Explorer procedures, since most of the tool is based on the concepts of 
these products. 


The guide describes how to use the Advant Workplace and all it’s related features 
(Chapter 4, Operation on page 61) and how you can customize it (Chapter 3, 
Configuration on page 23). 


1.3.2 Requirements

1.5 Conventions 


The following conventions are used throughout this book for the presentation of 
material: 


¢ The words in proper names of screen elements (for example, the title in the title 
bar of a window, the label for a field of a dialog box) are initially capitalized. 
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¢ Capital letters are used for the name of a keyboard key if it is labeled on the 
keyboard. For example, press the ENTER key. 


¢« — Lowercase letters are used for the name of a keyboard key that is not labeled on 
the keyboard. For example, the space bar, comma key, and so on. 


¢« Aplus sign is used to indicate that you must simultaneously press several keys. 
For example, CTRL+C indicates that you must hold down the CTRL key while 
pressing the C key. 


¢ The phrase “press and release” is used to indicate that you sequentially press 
several keys. For example, to close a window, press and release ALT, and then 
F4. This indicates that you press and release the ALT key, and then you press 
and release the F4 function key. 


¢ The names of push and toggle buttons are boldfaced. For example, click OK. 


¢ The names of menus and menu items are boldfaced. For example, the File 
menu. 


— The following convention is used for menu operations: MenuName > 
Menultem > CascadedMenultem. For example: choose File > New > 


Type. 


— The Start menu name always refers to the Start menu on the 
Windows NT Task Bar. 


e System prompts/messages are shown in the Courier font, and user 
responses/input are in the boldfaced Courier font. For example, if you enter a 
value out of range, the following message is displayed: 


Entered value is not valid. The value must be 0-30.

The following is a list of terms associated with Advant Workplace, that 
you should be familiar with. 


Definition 


The window in which a user is currently working or directing input. An 
active window is distinguished by the color of its title bar. 


The user interface area used for the Advant system. The area contains 
means for presenting information, navigating between different pieces 
of information and controlling objects. 


An aspect is a description of an Advant Object (which in itself repre- 
sents a real object, for example a valve). The Advant Object keeps the 
aspect data together in order to give the user an easy and consistent 
access to the information. Examples of aspects: real time video, func- 
tional description, circuit diagram, OCS control logic. An aspect has, in 
most cases, also several views. 


The upper area of Advant Workplace Window (under the title bar). It is 
used to show things which must always be seen, like the time and an 
alarm line. It also provide fast access to some important commands. 
Some parts of the application bar are configurable, for example fixed 
displays. 


All aspects belongs to one aspect category. The aspect category defines 
an icon, a default name, the aspect type etc. for the aspect. The aspect 
category is also used to hold parts of the authority definition for 
aspects. 


An aspect can, in most cases, be presented in several ways. These pres- 
entations are called aspect views. Real time video can for example be 
presented as an overview display or a close-up display, while the OCS 
control logic can be presented as a function chart or as source code text.

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A display presented in the base display area.

Menu that appears when you right-click on an Advant Object or an 
aspect in Advant Workplace Window.

For example display other aspects, perform aspect commands 
etc. 


The aspect of an Advant Object that is presented when the user selects 
the aspect. The default aspect is included among the available aspects 
in the object context menu. 


An aspect view with a display bar. A display can be presented in the 
base display area in Advant Workplace Window, or in an overlapping 
display. 


The area in Advant Workplace Window where the display appears. One 
display occupy the whole display area. 


The bar at the top of a display which includes display history list, dis- 
play shortcuts etc. 


A history of previously presented displays. Presented as a drop-down 
list in the display bar.

A fast way for the user to have direct access to a display. The result of 
selecting a display shortcut is a display presented in the display area or 
in a separate window. Display shortcuts can be presented in the applica- 
tion bar, display bar or within a display if the aspect type support this. 
There are two display shortcut types. 

A fixed display shortcut is a shortcut button in the application bar, that 
you create to get fast access to any aspect associated with a particular 
Advant Workplace Window. 

A dynamic display shortcut is a shortcut button in the display bar, that 
you create to get fast access to any aspect associated with a particular 
Advant Object. 


A display included in the application bar which contents only can be 
defined in configuration mode of the application bar. It is possible to 
con figure up to four fixed displays in the lower area of the application 
bar. This type of display does not include the display bar or the tool bar 
part of the display. The images are self-resizing. 


The whole screen is covered by Advant Workplace Window. 


The window in which a user’s input is not currently being directed. An 
inactive window is distinguished by the color of its title bar. 


Indicates pick sensitivity to the operator, by showing “blue corners” or 
by looking like command buttons, when the pointer is on its target area. 


A window handling function. When a window is maximized it appears 
in its largest size. (MSTP) 


A horizontal area at the top of a window (below the title bar) where a 
number of commands are located. Some commands activates sub- 


menus. (MSTP) 


A field in the bottom of Advant Workplace Window that shows mes- 
sages to the user.

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A window handling function. When a window is minimized it is 
reduced to its smallest size. Sometimes this means to hide the window. 
(MSTP) 


A category of graphic element. An object display contains all the infor- 
mation on the object dialog along with a close-up element, a trim curve 
(or fast local trend) and additional object parameters. 


A display presented in a separate window. The window can be moved 
and resized on the screen, even when toggling between full-screen and 
defined Windows Mode. 


An aspect for an Advant Object consisting of a set of aspects. 

The main window that an application presents on the screen. The main 
interaction takes place in this window from which the user can call up 

secondary windows. 

Use screen to refer to the graphic portion of a monitor. 

A window that appears as a response to a command in the applications 
primary window or in another secondary window. Secondary windows 
provide information or supplemental interaction related to the primary 


window. Dialog boxes are of the type secondary windows. 


Indicates if the object is selected. The indication mirrors the selected 
state in the Advant Plant Explorer.

Advant Workplace has two start-up modes: 
Operator Mode and Windows Mode. 


1. Operator Mode (full-screen mode with automatic start-up) 

This mode is used for Operator Workplaces. The whole screen is cov- 
ered by Advant Workplace Window, and no other activity window can 
be opened. There is no way to resize or minimize/maximize the win- 
dow. Icons, normally placed 

on the desktop, are covered by Advant Workplace Window (and there- 
fore not visible). 


2. Window Mode 

Advant Workplace Window acts as a normal NT-window. When it is 
defined to have manual start-up, you may change between minimized, 
defined window and full-screen mode in the same way as with any 
Windows window by using the three buttons in the upper right hand 
corner of the window. You may also resize and move around the win- 
dow on the screen. This makes it possible for you at all times to resize 
and place Advant Workplace Window according to your need. 
Overlapping displays can be placed anywhere on the screen as long as 
their base displays are presented in the display area. 


Occupies an area at the bottom of the screen and is used for status infor- 
mation and system messages. 


Gives the name of the window. Is not visible in Operator Mode. 


An icon in the upper left corner of the title bar that represents the object 
that is viewed in the window. (MSTP) 


See aspect view. 
A drop-down list in the display bar used to select an aspect view. 


An application that appears in a window. In Advant Workplace applica- 
tions can also be presented in displays.

A start-up mode of Advant Workplace where the user starts Advant 
Workplace Window interactively, for example by selecting it from 
Windows NT Start menu. Advant Workplace Window will be presented 
in Windows Mode normally with the possibility to toggle to full-screen 
mode and back available. 


A start-up mode of Advant Workplace which implies auto log in and 
auto start of Advant Workplace once Windows NT is started. It also 
results in Advant Workplace Window being presented in full-screen 
mode normally without the possibility to toggle to Windows Mode. 


Workstation shall be used as term for the clients. This in analogy with 
how Microsoft uses the term in for example NT Workstation 4.0. 


1.6.1 Main Workplace Window Description 


You can configure the Advant Workplace Window individually or per group, which 
means that all your users can have different or identical layouts according to your 
preferences. 


At start you will get a pre-configured start layout with an Application Bar and a 


Status Bar.

The Title Bar is the upmost bar on the screen and contains the title of the window as 
well as the window icon and the window resize buttons.

Occupies an area at the top of the screen just below the Title Bar. It is used to show 
information, which must be seen at all time. By adding display shortcuts to it you 
can use it to achieve fast access to a number of frequently used displays.

If you include Display Shortcuts, they appear in there one row between the Menu 
Bar and the Tool Bar. See Figure 3-9. 


Base Display Area 


This is the main area for the display(s). It is used to show a view of an aspect (a 
display) and can be used to present information like process displays, trend displays, 
alarm lists, etc. (You may also present displays as overlapping displays.) 


Status Bar 


Occupies the lower part of the Advant Workplace Window. Is configured in the 
same way as the Application Bar and using the same tool. 
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Chapter 2 Installation 


2.1 Installation Procedures 


Advant Workplace is a part of the Advant Workplace Products software package. 
The whole package is installed according to the instructions in the Advant 
Workplace Products Administrator’s Guide. 


2.2 Product Verification 


To get information regarding the installed software, from the menu bar choose 
Help>About Advant Workplace. This displays an information box with 
information regarding version, licensing, and so on. 


To close the box, just click inside it.

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3.3 Customize an Advant Workplace 


3.3.1 Creating an ABB Object 


You will have one Operator Workplace installed by default in your system as shown 
in Figure 3-2. To this workplace you may add Plant Workplaces for different 
purposes, for example as Operator Workplaces. To do this you add a new Plant 
Workplace object to the System Workplace object in the Advant Plant Explorer.

3.3.2 Customizing the Advant Workplace Window 


3.3.2.1 Configure the Application Bar 


When you add a new Plant Workplace in the Workplace structure, it uses the default 
Application Bar defined in the System Workplace object. If you want to have 
another layout of Application Bar, you just add a new Application Bar aspect to 
your workplace object. 


To customize the Application Bar you just double click on the Application Bar 
aspect for the ABB Object. 
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You have now opened the configuration dialog for the Application Bar (see 
Figure 3-4), and can design the look of it. 


Fil The Advant Workplace Window has to be restarted for any changes in the 
Application bar to take place.

You have control settings named: 
¢ — show Menu Bar 

¢ show Shortcuts 

¢ — show Tool Bar 

e — show Fixed Displays. 


If the checkbox is marked, the item is displayed in the Application Bar. If not, it is 
hidden. By default all items are displayed.

Fixed Displays 

On the top of this dialog box is an input field named “Height in pixels”’. In this 
square you type in the height you want on the fixed displays. 

The default value is 80 pixels. 


There are no default fixed displays defined at start. In the dialog box you can see the 
fixed displays you add to the Application Bar. (See Figure 3-6.) Each fixed display 
is identified by Object Name, Aspect Name and the Width in % of the total width of 
the Advant Workplace Window. 
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Click on the add button in the dialog box (see Figure 3-5). A second dialog box, 
according to Figure 3-5, opens.

Select the aspect you want to show as a Fixed Display. 


Select the width of the fixed display you are creating as a percentage of the Advant 
Workplace Window by typing the percent in the field “Display width in percent” in 
the upper right part of the dialog box. 


The sum of percentage of all fixed displays “Display width in percent” must not 
exceed 100%. The configuration will automatically calculate the highest possible figure if 
you try to exceed this.

3.3.2.2 Create Display Shortcuts in the Application Bar 


A Display Shortcut in the Application Bar is a shortcut button, that you create to get 
fast access to any viewable aspect associated with a particular workplace object. 
When you have added a Display Shortcut to a workplace, it will be displayed as a 
button in the Application Bar the next time you open the Advant Workplace 
Window. 


Creating a Display Shortcut in the Application Bar 

An example how to create a Display Shortcut. Follow the steps below: 
1. Add an Application Bar Shortcut aspect to the ABB Object 

2. Double click on the aspect, and a dialog box opens. 

3. Click the Add button, and a dialog box pops up.

3.3.2.3 Configure the Status Bar 


When you add a new Plant Workplace in the Workplace structure, it uses the default 
Status Bar defined in the System Workplace object. If you want to have another 
layout of Status Bar, you just add a new Status Bar aspect to your Plant Workplace 
object and configure it. 


You configure the Status Bar aspect in the same way as you configure the 
Application Bar. 


Fil The Advant Workplace Window has to be restarted for any changes in the Status bar 
to take place. 
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3.3.2.4 Change the Startup Display 


There is a default Startup Display, but you may change it for each Advant 
Workplace. 


To change Startup Display, do as follows: 
1. Add an aspect, which includes the Startup Display, to the ABB object. 


2. Change the name of the aspect to: Startup Display. 
Upper or lower case is of no importance. Don’t miss the space. 


3. Close and open the window. 
You have now changed the startup display! 


3.4 Creating Display Shortcuts 
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You may place the Display Shortcuts in the Application Bar or in a Display Bar. 


By using display shortcuts you can make displays related to and of importance to 
the display you are viewing accessible by a simple click. 


This can be useful if you often look at a series of Displays in sequence. Then you 
only have to click on the shortcut icon to go to the next display in the sequence. 
The two Display Shortcuts “types” are: 

e — Display Shortcuts in the Application Bar 

¢ Display Shortcuts in the Display Bar 


Display Shortcuts in the Application Bar are available at all time in an Advant 
Workplace Window. 


In terms of configuration, they are identical. 


“Replace” is not applicable for the application bar as it would exchange the content 
of the application bar itself. 
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3.4.1 Create Shortcuts in the Display Bar 


A Shortcut in the Display Bar is a shortcut button, that you create to get fast access 
to any viewable aspect associated with a particular Advant Object and it’s 
descendents. Compare with adding it to the Application Bar where it applies to the 
Advant Workplace, no matter which display you have selected. When you have 
added a Display Shortcut to an Advant Object, it will be displayed as a button in the 
Displays Display Bar. 


Creating a Shortcut in the Display Bar 


An example how to create a Shortcut. Follow the steps below:

3.4.2 Display Shortcut Inheritance 


Display shortcuts may be inherited in the functional structure. If the “Structure 
inheritance” check box is selected (see Figure 3-12), the display shortcuts are 
inherited. This means that an object with the Structure Inheritance option selected 
can “see” the defined display shortcuts of parent objects up to the root or until 
finding a parent object with the Structure Inheritance option cleared. 
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Default the Structure Inheritance option is selected.

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An object with the Structure Inheritance option cleared can never “see” and inherit 
display shortcuts defined in any parent objects. 


In explaining purpose of inheritance we give you an example: 


In Figure 3-13 all objects “down” to the “MU1, Mixing Unit” have the Structure 
Inheritance Option selected. This means that they inherit the display shortcuts 
defined “above”. The object “MU1, Mixing Unit” has, besides a defined display 
shortcuts of its own, also two inherited shortcuts from the objects “above”. You can 
see all inherited shortcuts in the Inherited Display Shortcut tab.

3.4.3 Create Browser Shortcuts in the Display Bar 
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Browser Shortcuts uses the Advant Structures to provide shortcuts to the objects 
parent, previous sibling and next sibling, where they are available. 


Browser Shortcuts are closely related to Display Shortcuts and behave in similar 
way. In contradiction to Display Shortcuts they do not require any configuration. 


You can determine if you want them, and in that case in which structure you want 
them to work. You do this configuration in the Workplace Profile Values aspect.

By HaveBrowserLinks you toggle the function on and off. Default is on. As an 
Advant Object can reside in many structures, and therefore also have more than one 
parent, it is also necessary to define in which structure you want the browser links to 
work. DefaultInheritanceStructure determines in which structure the display links 
will work. Default is Functional Structure. 


The default settings mean that every time you view any aspect of an object that has 
a Functional Structure aspect, the browser links will be available providing 
shortcuts to the “relatives”.

The left arrow points at the previous sibling, the up arrow at the parent and the 
right arrow at the next sibling. 


Through the pulldown menu at the right hand side of the browser link all aspects of 
the object are available. 


The Browser Link itself uses the following scheme to determine which aspect it 
should display when clicked on: 


¢ First choice is any display of the same type as the currently viewed display. I.e. 
if you are viewing a graphic display the browser links will default to a graphic 
display if available for that object. 
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¢ Second choice is the objects default aspect, if configured.

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3.5 Configure a Panel 


A Panel is a Display which contains two or more aspect views. You configure a 
Panel by adding a Panel aspect to an ABB object and then select the config view on 
that aspect. 


You use the Panel to organize a set of Displays to a logical set, for example a Panel 
could consist of one process graphic and two trends. From a navigational point of 
view, a Panel is treated in the same way as a Display, but makes it possible to 
quickly navigate between sets of Displays instead of having to organize a lot of 
different windows for each switch. 


A configured Panel is shown in Figure 3-17.

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3.6 Configure Aspects for Information Access 


The following sections describe how to add Web aspects, ActiveX Wrapper aspects, 
and Windows Application aspects. 


3.6.1 Add a Web Aspect 


The Web aspect provides you with access to any Web page or html document. It 
utilizes the WebBrowser ActiveX component from Microsoft. You configure the 
Web aspect towards a Web page/html document, which in it’s turn may contain 
URL/’s pointing further out in the Web. When you click on such a URL, the 
referenced Web page will be displayed. This is the ordinary way of web browsing 
and the only thing you need to do is to configure the Web aspect. 


ABB does not recommend that you configure links outside your own Intranet without 
commitments from your IT manager/responsible. 
Creating a Web Aspect 
An example how to create a Web Aspect. Follow the steps below: 
1. Adda Web aspect to the ABB Object 


2. Open the Config View of the Web aspect. 
See Figure 3-23.

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3.6.2 Add an ActiveX Wrapper Aspect 


The ActiveX Wrapper aspect provides you with a method to wrap any Active X 
Control. As a result you can use Active X components from various suppliers but 
you can also use some of the Active X Controls that are available as part of 
Windows NT such as the calendar. When you have configured the Active X Control 
you simply select that aspect to execute it. 


Creating a ActiveX Wrapper Aspect 

An example how to create a ActiveX Wrapper aspect. Follow the steps below: 
1. Add an ActiveX Wrapper aspect to the ABB Object 

2. Open the Config View of the aspect 


3. Type in the path to the ActiveX Control, in the input field or use the Browser.

3.6.3 Add a Windows Application Aspect 


The Windows Application aspect makes it possible for you to launch any executable 
installed on your Windows NT system. There are a number of useful Windows NT 
applications, Office applications, administrative tools in your plant etc. that may be 
useful to access as an aspect, from the same user interface as everything else. 


In a multi-client system, make sure you point out the executable as well as the argument files 
in such a way that it can be found from each one of your Advant Workplaces.

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Chapter 4 Operation 


This chapter shows you how to use the Advant Workplace to monitor and operate 
your process. For simplicity we will refer to the Advant Workplace rather than the 
Advant Workplace Window during most of this chapter as the Advant Workplace 

Window is the user interface of the Advant Workplace. 


4.1 Operating Overview 


In Section 4.2, Getting Started on page 61 is described the change display features 
and the specific Information access aspects. In Section 4.5, Operating Instructions 
on page 74 you will have details about the user interface and the various parts that 
you see on the screen. Use it as a reference. 


4.2 Getting Started 


The main display area is the Base Display Area. It can be split into a number of 
displays in a Panel or it can consist of one single display. 


The information is displayed as aspect views. Typical such aspect views are: 
¢ Process Displays 

e — Trend Displays 

e« Alarm Lists 

e Drawings 

You can use the following ways to change display (see also Figure 4-1): 


e Display short cuts provide you with one click access to pre-configured 
displays. 


— Ona workplace level, See Section 4.3.4, How to change display using the

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History lists, enabling a selection among your latest display selections, see

Back and Forward buttons, for navigation back and forward in the History list, 
see Section 4.3.2, How to Change Display Using the Display Bar on page 65. 


The Drop Target, just drag the aspect or object, you want to present (typically 
from Advant Plant Explorer) into the drop target and it will be displayed.See 
Section 4.3.2, How to Change Display Using the Display Bar on page 65.

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4.3 Working with Advant Workplace 


The following sections describe how you can work with the Advant Workplace. 


4.3.1 Using the Menu Bar 


The Menu Bar is a special Tool Bar that contains menus such as File, View, Tools, 
Window and Help. See Figure 4-2.

Below the top level you got other levels in an hierarchical structure in the same way 
that you have in most Windows NT windows. For example, below the File you will 
find Plant Explorer, Print Screen, Exit and Print Setup. 


Functions not accessible for the user will not be show. Functions for which the user 
lacks authority will be dimmed. 


Including the Menu Bar in the Application Bar is optional, but by default it is 
included. 


Fil The Print Screen command prints the whole screen and not only the Advant 
Workplace Window. 
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4.3.2 How to Change Display Using the Display Bar 


To visualize the various display change features, lets look at the Display Bar in 
Figure 4-3.

You have many different ways to change the Display. Begin by placing the pointer 
in the main workplace window or an overlapping display, where you want to change 
Display. 


Click once with the left mouse button. The Title Bar will be high-lighted (marked). 
Then change the Display in this selected Display Area by using: 


Backward (in History List) Arrow 


You go back to the previous Display in the History list by clicking on the 
“Backward in History List” arrow (see Figure 4-3). If the arrow is dimmed, it is not 
possible to go backwards. 


Forward (in History List) Arrow 


You go forward to the next display in the History list by clicking on the “Forward in 
History List) Arrow (see Figure 4-3). If the arrow is dimmed, it is not possible to go 
forwards. 
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History List 


Click on the History button to get a list of the most recently viewed Displays (the 
latest used Display on top). The list contains both the object and the aspect names. If 
a Display has been viewed twice, there is only one entry in the list, see Figure 4-4.

Click on the display (object aspect) that you want to present. 


Drop Target 


You can view a Display by dragging an aspect from the Plant Explorer or Fixed 
Display to the Drop Target button on the Display Bar. When you drop the aspect in 
the Drop Target, the main view of the aspect is shown in the Display Area. The 
dropped Display will be added to the History list. 


The Drop Target itself uses the following scheme to determine which aspect it 
should display when an aspect is dragged on it: 


¢ — First choice is any display of the same category as the currently viewed display. 
That is, if the user is viewing a graphic display the browser links will default to 
a graphic display if available for that object. 


¢ Second choice is the objects default aspect, if configured. 


¢ Third and last choice is the structural aspect. 
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View Selector 


If the aspect has more then one view, the View Selector becomes visible presenting 
the visible view. Right click on it and a context menu will show other available 
views on the aspect for your selection. 


Display Shortcuts 


You use Display Shortcuts for one-click access to a specific display. The display is, 
as all displays are, an aspect of an object. The Icon representing the Display 
Shortcut is the Advant Object Icon. 


See chapter 3 for instructions how to configure Display Shortcuts.

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When the cursor is placed on top of a Display Shortcut a tool-tip (represented as a 
small yellow box) is activated. The tool-tip displays the object name and the aspect. 


Finally, the Aspect List is available if you click on the small list symbol beside the 
Display Shortcut Icon, presents a list of the other aspects of the specified Advant 
Object. Click on the wanted aspect name and that aspect view is displayed as the 
next display. 


4.3.3 Using the Context Menu

Most objects in the Advant Workplace have context menus. The content of the 
context menu of an object differs depending on the aspects of the object and the 
filter applied to your user profile and which user category you belong to. 


You handle the Advant Workplace context menus in the same way as you do with an 
ordinary Windows NT window context menu. 


When you right click on an Advant Object or an Aspect a Context Menu is shown. 
The menu contains a number of actions that can be performed which are related to 
the object and/or object. 


The layout of the pop-up is divided into seven parts corresponding to: 
¢ General 

e — Aspect Specific Items. 

¢ Object Verbs. 

¢ — Aspects of the Selected Object. 

e System Related Items. 

¢  Object/aspect properties 


The Context Menu, see Figure 4-6, is built of information from different application 
levels. The following sections are identified: 


¢ The general part contains a default action for the aspect. 


¢ — Aspect specific items contains menu items meaningful for the actual aspect. An 
example of this is Edit, that brings up the Advant Graphic Builder if the view is 
a Process Display. 
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¢ The Object Verbs provide you with command meaningful for the various other 
aspects. A good example is the acknowledge alarm verb. 


¢ The aspect of the “Selected” Object is a list of other viewable aspects 
connected to the Object which are not filtered away by the active aspect files. 
A mechanical drawing, engineering specification or a graphical element are 
typical such aspect views. 


e System related items are global actions that are valid for the system. 


e — If the aspect exports properties to be object properties, they will be accessible 
through property sheet.

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4.3.4 How to change display using the Application bar 


You may add Display Shortcuts to your Application Bar, and you use these for a 
single click access to a specific display. The display is, as all displays are, an aspect 
of an object. The Icon representing the Display Shortcut is the Advant Object Icon. 


The display short cuts in the application bar are specific for the Advant Workplace. 
As long as you are logged in to that Advant Workplace they will be the same. You 
will typically access some of the displays of your plant/section more than others, 
and it is convenient to have the possibility to access them through display shortcuts 
placed in the application bar. 


4.3.5 Using the Browser Links 
Browser Links are closely related to Display Shortcuts and behave in similar way. 


The Browser Links appears in the Display Bar before the Display Shortcuts.

The left arrow points at the previous sibling, the up arrow at the parent and the 
right arrow at the next sibling. 


Through the pulldown menu at the right hand side of the browser link all aspects of 
the object are available.

4.4.1 Using the Web Aspect 


You may open the Advant System to the world wide web in an easy way by using 
the built in Web Aspect. It offers a simple but powerful way for you to connect a 
web page as an aspect to an Advant Object.The Web Aspect presents a start page 
(configured for the aspect). You can use the URL links in the Web page to navigate 
to other web pages by clicking on them (see Figure 4-8)

4.4.2 Using the ActiveX Wrapper aspect 


The ActiveX Wrapper aspect provides you with a method to wrap any Active X 
Control. As a result you can use Active X components from various suppliers but 
you can also use some of the Active X Controls that are available as part of 
Windows NT such as the calendar. When you have configured the Active X Control 
you simply select that aspect to present it. 


You execute the ActiveX Wrapper aspect as any other aspect. Use for example the 
context menu or double click on it. 
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4.4.3 Using the Windows Application Aspect 


The Windows Application aspect makes it possible for you to execute any 
executable installed on your Windows NT system. There are a number of useful 
Windows NT applications, Office applications, administrative tools in your plant 
etc. that may be useful to access as an aspect, from the same user interface as 
everything else. 


You execute the Windows Application aspect as any other aspect. Use for example 
the context menu or double click on it. 


4.5 Operating Instructions 


In the following sections you can see how to operate with the Advant Workplace. 


4.5.1 Application Bar 


The Application Bar is located on the upper part of the Advant Workplace Window. 
The main use for you, as an Operator, is to give you an fast and easy way to change 
between information areas - like Displays, Fixed Displays and Panel Displays. 


The tools you have in the Application Bar to change Display in a Display area are: 
e Menu Bar 


¢ Default Tool Bar (see Section 3.3.2.1, Customizing the Advant Workplace 
Window on page 27) 


¢ Display Shortcuts can be included to help you to rapidly go to a certain 
Display. Display Shortcuts may be placed in the Application Bar as well as ina 
displays Display Bar.

As an extra help a tool-tip is displayed when you place the cursor on top of a button. 
The tool-tip (represented as a small yellow box) is displayed some seconds after you 
placed the cursor on the button, and shows for example the object name, the aspect 
and the way to present the display. The yellow tool-tip box closes automatically 
after about ten seconds. 


Menu Bar 


The Menu Bar and the Menu Items gives you an easy way to navigate throughout 
the system. You use the Menu Bar in the same way as you use the Windows NT 
menu bar. 


Default Tool Bar 


The Tool Bar and the Tool Items gives you an easy way to navigate throughout the 
system. You use the Tool Bar in the same way as you use the Windows NT tool bar. 


4.5.2 Status Bar 


You have the possibility to view the latest error/status messages in a “drop down” 
list. You open this list by clicking on the downward arrow on the right hand side of 
the presentation field. By default 20 lines are shown, but you may reconfigure this 
number according to your need. 
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4.5.2.1 Message Viewer Button 


At the left of the message there is a Message Viewer button. To bring up the 
Message Viewer, click on the button.

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Specifying a Filter 


You may use a message filter to specify what type of information you want to pop 
up in the System message field. 


You use this filter by specifying one or several of the search criteria: 
e Date 

¢ Time 

e — Associated Object 

e Message 

e — Priority 

¢ Class 


° Source 


If you specify a list of values for a single criterion, the messages satisfying one or 
more values are selected (OR). For example: if two message sources are specified, 
messages from both sources will be received. If multiple criteria are specified, only 
those messages satisfying all criteria will be selected (AND). 


You specify the filter criteria and time limits in a dialog box designed for this 
special purpose. Figure 4-12 refers. 


The data specified in the filter dialog is stored into a permanent storage, so that the 
entered values will remain the same the next time the filter dialog is shown for each 
respective user.

navigate through the plant. By clicking the right mouse button on the message line, 
you will get a short-cut. 


4.5.3 Aspect Filter 


It is essential that you are provided with information relevant for the task you are 
going to perform. Use the aspect filter to filter away information that you do not 
need in your daily work. The filter comes in action when you use Advant Plant 
Explorer and the Context Menu.
